Hirsch'a Two Desires. 


The late Baron Hirsch'a life was con- 


trolled by two desires that seemed equal- 
ly to determine hie whole career. The 
one was to uplift and help the whole 
Jewish race. How many millions he 
spent in furthering this cause can never 
be known. The other was to establish 
himself in European-society. On this 
he spent untold millions. 


Although he was occasionally a guest 


of the Prince of Wales, was a friend 
of the crown princo of Austria, was 
intimate with Prince Henry of Orleans, 
nevertheless, aside from some such im- 
portant exceptions, Baron Hirsch never 
penetrated beyond the outer circle of 
that exclusive social set, where birth, 
uot wealth, is mainly the medium of 
exchange. 


An anecdote is told of the multimil- 


lionaire, illustrating this mania for so- 
cial recognition. At one time his name 
was presented that he might become a 
member of the Jockey club, the most 
aristocratic club in Paris. He had set 
liis heart on being admitted. 
Two 


princes were his sponsors. Nevertheless 
he was blackballed. 


For this humiliation ho planned a re- 


taliation. Quietly buying the house oc- 
cupied by the club, which was one of 
the finest buildings in Paris, he gave 
legal notice that when its lease expired 
the club must seek new quarters. Al- 
most immediately an intimation was 
given that if ho would permit the club 
t6 remain, his election would bo se- 
cured. 


"Elect So-and-so," he answered, 


naming a prominent Jew who had been 
recently blackballed in the club only on 
account of his race, ' 'and you shall keep 
your house. You shall make reparation 
to my race for this slight—not to me.'' 
—Youth's Companion. 


"EddicDsliiu" at Shields, 1700. 


It was in the midst of war, tumult 


and riot that the first free school was 
founded, at the instance of a few en- 
lightened citizens 
of Shields, who 


thought this a better way of celebrating 
KingTQeorge's jubilee than by spending 
the money collected for that purpose in 
fireworks: But "cddicashin" was in 
those days looked upou by many as a 
thing not to be countenanced in any de- 
gree whatever. As a Shields shipowner 
indignantly exclaimed: "Ecklicashiu! 
Eddicashin! Noa! We'll syun hev iioe 
sarvints!" Another weighty argument 
against education, especially in r, place 
like Shields, whose seafaring inhabit- 
ants at that time had more risks to en- 
counter than they were subjected to by 
the elements, was: 
For mickle wasfco bo counteth it would bo 
To stock a head with bookish wares at all, 
Only to bo knocked off by ruthless cannon ball. 


The Royal Jubilee school was opened 


in 1811, but, owing to the almost uni- 
versal objecting to educating the mass- 
es, the learning which the trustees thus 
freely offered was so hedged in by re- 
strictions that it was very poor plant, 
indeed. Spelling, the Bible and " Watls' 
Hymns" were about the only things 
taught, for the trustees, as tho only 
means of surmounting opposition, avail- 
ed themselves literally of good King 
George's desire that every poor child in 
the kingdom should bo able to read his 
Bible.—Chambers' Journal.

POPULISTS TOK TELLER. 


An address, directed particularly to 


Populists, and generally to voters of 
every party, has been issued by Chair- 
man Tanberneck and twenty-six of the 
leading Populists of the United States, 
favora the nomination of Senator Tol- 
ler of Colorado for President of the 
United States. While the signers of 
the address disclaim any purpose or 
right to bind any party or person by 
the views which they set forth, they 
yield to an overpowering sense of duty 
iu saying to members of the People's 
party, and to all other good citizens, 
who, apprehending the approach of a 
momentous ciisis in our country's life, 
are willing to arrest it by acts of exalt- 
ed patriotism. 


They visited St. Louia as citizen 


members of the People's party. At the 
National 
Kapublican 
Convention 


they 
saw 
the 
-boss" in poli- 


tics 
more 
securely 
enthroned, 


more servilely 
obeyed and more 


dictatorial as to candidates and policy, 
than has ever before been witnessed in 
the field of National uohtics. One man, 
the perfection of his type, representing 
the millionaires, the btnke, the corpor- 
ations, the trusts and every remorseless 
and plutocratic element in our coun- 
try's life, Jhas, through the power of 
money, dictated the nomination of Mc- 
Kinley and shaped the platform of his 
party. They witnessed a convention, 
pretending to represent free American 
constituencies, moving for three days 
aa if a hand of terror was above it, 
whose might the members dare not 
question, and whose imperious orders 
they dare not disobey. This conven- 
tion, slavishly reaponding to the will of 
the money power, has forced <m issue 
which must be met. It is a challenge 
to the yeomen of the land. If it is de- 
clined, or if it shall succeed, the fetters 
of tyranny, more grinding than that of 
Czar or Emperor, will be riveted upon 
the plain people of the country; fetters 
which must be indefinitely worn with 
the contemptible spirit of willing serfs, 
or be broken with the irresistible power 
of a mighty revolution. 


That issue is formulated in the de- 


mand that the existing gold standard 
must be preserved. 
This means that 


silver shall be permanently degraded 
into mere money of change, and de- 
prived of its legal tender quality except 
for some paltry amount. That the 
greenback and all other forms of Gov 
eminent paper shall be redeemed and 
destroyed; that the power of the Na- 
tional banks shall be quadrupled to 
contract the volume of money, to ab- 
sorb the Jearnings of industi y and to 
strangle all industrial and commercial 
life, while from time to time it terror- 
izes the voters into choice of its tools 
for all legislative, judicial and admin- 
istrative positions. It will require that 
all our present National debt be re- 
funded and made expressly payable in 
gold, and that all other forms of debt. 
private, corpoiate, State and munici- 
pal, be ultimately made payable in the 
same kind of money. 


The money power has forced this is- 


sue now because those whom its policy 
would enslave are divided into hostile 
political factions, which it thinks can- 
not be united in time to resist the on- 
set. It regards it as impossible that 
harmonious action can be secured be- 
tween the different organizations that 
favor monetary reform and resistance 
to their insatiate greed. With Populists.; 
Silver Democrats, independent bimet 
allists and Silver Republicans, support- 
ing different nominees for President 
and the National Congress, it feels as- 
sured of victory, and it has determined 
to press the advantage which this ap- 
parently lamentable condition raises 
up before it. 


In this, the most threatening crisis 


that has menaced the country since the 
Civil War, the signers of the address 
make the 
momentous suggestion. 


Measures mnst be gained or defeated 
through men. The chief problem in the 
crisis is to flnd a man upon whom pat- 
riots can unite; a man whose life is 
witness that, if intrusted with author- 
ity over National legislation and its en- 
forcement, he will defy every allure- 
ment of wealth, and every menace of 
power, standing unflinchingly by the 
cause of the people, in the fierce strug- 
gle inseparbly 
connected with the 


enactment of our proposed financial 
reforms. They see in the private and 
official life of Henry M. Teller a bea- 
con, brightly burning, warning the 
people of the threatening rocks of dis- 
sension. He has now publicly aban- 
doned the Republican party, with 
which he has been associated since 
Lincoln's time. For twenty years he 
has been a commanding figure as Cab- 
inet officer and Senator of the United 
States. For twenty years he has stood 
as a bulwark against the tyrannical 
encroachments of the money power, 
and has neves hesitated to declare 
that the National banks should be de- 
prived of all authority to issue money 
and to control its volume. He is an 
unflinching advocate of the duty of the 
Government to maintain and exclu- 
sively exercise for the people the sov- 
ereign power of emitting all money, 
gold, silver and paper, and he holds 
that to isine bonds in times of peace 
it a stupendous wrong to the people 
and the country. When to this official 
record are united an unsullied private 
life, a character without blot or stain, 
a grateful, generous nature, a patriot- 
ism that knows neither State nor sec- 
tion, the members of the People's party 


feel they are but performing a duty to 
our country in calling attention to Mr. 
Teller's merits and Javailability as a 
candidate for President, aa one upon 
whom all Populists may consistently 
unite while they preserve and strength- 
en their organization. 


The address closes with a fervent ap- 


peal for union of all the forces which 
oppose the gold trust, aa upon that de- 
pends the success of the monetary re- 
form movement. 


THE GOLD MEN ALARMED. 


M, H. de 1'oung of the San Francisco 


Chronicle is very much alarmed. He 
says the bolt from the Kepnblican con- 
vantion is the wedge that may be util- 
ized to split Republican calculations 
wide open. He does not hesitate to 
say that should the Chicago convention 
make a platform and nominate a can- 
didate in harmony with the position as- 
sumed by the seceding silver men and 
following closely on the heels of such 
action, and the Populists and Bimetal- 
lists, who are to meet in St. Louis, 
should fall into line, it would place the 
Republican ticket in great peril. He 
believes it would take California from 
MoKiuley, and he knows it would lose 
a number of heretofore reliable West- 
ern States from the Republican ticket. 
What the gold men fear is a union of 
the silver forces. They feel that the 
sentiment of the country is for free 
coinage, and unless they can keep the 
Populists, Democratic and Republican 
silver men and the out-and-out bi- 
metallists divided, they cannot suc- 
ceed. The efforts of Manager Hanna 
and all the trusts in the country will 
therefore be directed toward keeping 
the silver men of all parties apait. 
Money will be lavishly expended for 
that purpose, and it may succeed. 
Tkere will doubtless be men at Chicago 
on July 7th and at St. Louis on July 
22d susceptible to its influence, and 
who, while under the influence of gold 
will endeavor to create dissensions in 
the silver ranks. These men should be 
branded as traitors and treated as such 
by all whose object is to rescue the 
country from the clutches of the gold 
trust.

THE GAME BUTCHERS' WORK. 


Wanton Slaughter by Hunt»« In the Jack- 


son Hole Country. 


The American Field jumps npon the 


foreigners who come to the United 
States, seek out those localities where 
most of the big game is to be found, 
and then lay themselves down to the 
work of slaughtering it with rifles. A 
favorite resort of these game butchers 
is the Teton basin. Here are found elk, 
deer and antelope, which are being Mil 
ed off rapidly. 
The Teton basin, Jack- 


son's Hole, is much lower than the Na- 
tional Yellowstone park, and much of 
tho big gtune migrates south to it, as a 
warmer climate is to bo found in the 
valley. It is here that tho hunters from 
abroad congregate, and m spite of the 
Wyoming state laws kill gamo wanton- 
ly. If these men would kill a couplo of 
heads of each kind, taking care of the 
meat, and following up wounded game, 
little or no objection would he made. 


Thcfee hunters, some of whom are 


Americans, pass through the National 
park on their way home with wagon 
loads of skins and horns. f The law in 
relation to transporting game roads 
that "possession within the park of the 
dead bodies or any part thereof of any 
wild bird or animal shall bo prima fa- 
cie evidence that tho person or persons 
having the same are guilty of violating 
this act." With this act behind him 
the superintendent could squelch the 
wholesale slaughterers of game in the 
region of tho Yellowstone park, accord 
ing to The American Field. 
Captain 


Anderson, the superintendent, is urged 
to make an effort to enforce tho law. 
What would bo better yet would be the 
annexation of the Jackson's Hole coun 
try to tho Yellowstone park.

meet. Eren the right of woman to the 
exercise of suffrage could be pushed 
with millenial arguments that would 
weaken its legitimate claims. 


No sensible advocate of woman 


suffrage supposes that the ballot in her 
bands would right all the wrongs of 
human society. What this ballot will 
do will depend on what woman is; and 
every woman suffragist knows and 
gladly knows that the best argument 
Tor women's enfranonisement is the 
ever more apparent dignity, intelli- 
gence and moral weight of woman her- 
self. It ia perfectly true that abstract 
justice would give to a woman, good or 
bad, the same right of self-government 
that it gives to a woman good or bad; 
but this argument has not warm blood 
in it; it cannot appeal to us as does 
that other conviction that in woman- 
hood there is a vast treasure of moral 
force which is grieviously needed in 
our attempts at popular government, 
but which moral force is denied expres- 
sion in tho laws which govern men and 
women alike.
